~Attorney General Biddle an- 
bs pounced today that the Justice De- 
partment had filed suit in United 
States District Court at Wilming- 
ton, Del, and Pittsburgh, Pa., 
seeking to enjoin the Carnegie- 
Illinois Steel Corporation and the 
Jones & Laughlin Steel Corpora- 
tion from violating priorities fixed 
by the War Production Board. 
Carnegie-Illinois is a subsidiary of 
United States Steel Corporation. — 
The suits, involving more than 
one-third of the total steel produc- 
tion of the nation, were the first 
to be instituted under the War 
Production Board’s priorities pro- 


) gram. * 

The department’s action was 
taken on recommendation of WPB 
General Counsel. John Lord 
O'Brian. 

Injunctions were sought to en- 
join the two companies from “ac- 
cepting, holding, using, producing, 


#-manufactyying, distributing, deliv- 


ering or dealing with or in” iron, 
steel, or iron and steel alloy prod- 
ucts, or filling, accepting or deliv- 
ering orders for these products 
“otherwise than in accordance 
with” WPB orders. 


] The suits further would com- 


Mand the two companies to com- 
‘ply with all WPB regulations and 
orders. 


The suits charged that unless 
the steel companies were “enjoined, 
their continued failure to comply 
with such regulations and orders 
will make impossible effective and | 
orderly administration of the WPB 
program to the detriment of max- 
imum efficiency in the prosecution 
of the war.” 


Suits Filed Separately. 


The Carnegie-Illinois suit was

Fireside Chat to Follow

Monday—President Not 
Expected to Offer Spe- 
cific Plan. 


WASHINGTON, April 20 (AP). 
—President Roosevelt will outline 
general national policies for con- 
trolling the cost of living in a mes- 
sage to Congress and .a_ subse- 
quent radio talk next Monday 
night, congressional leaders an- 
nounced today. Because of this 
the Senate. today postponed “until 
April 28 consideration of labor 


legislation. 

Senator Connally (Dem.), Texas, 
obtained unanimous consent for 
the delay after telling his col- 
leagues that President Roosevelt 
personally had requested him not 
to press a motion to“take up a 
bill authorizing the Government to 
take over war plants where there 
are labor disputes. 

“The President has authorized 
me to say that he made this re- 
quest and that he expects to send 
@ message to the Congress relat- 
ing to the establishment of a gen- 
erel national policy regarding the 
cost of living and all factors re- 
lating thereto, including labor,”

may be sent to the Senate and 
House Monday afternoon preced- 
ing the radio talk, was expected 
to deal in general terms with meth- 
ods of controlliag the rising cost 
of living.

The British also reported raid- 
ing the Japanese airdrome at Al- 
lanmyo, on the Irrawaddy north of 
Prome, and credited the Flying 
Tigers of the American Volunteer 
Group with destroying two Japa- 
nese planes over another airfield. 
The A. V. G. had no losses, the 
communique said. 

A Chungking communique said 
the Chinese recaptured Yenangya- 
ung after a fierce two-day battle 
and relieved an encircled British 
force of several thousand men.

WASHINGTON, April 20 (AP).— 
Opening of an intense Japanese 
effort to batter the Philippine 
island: fortress of Corregidor into 
helplessness by bombs and siege 
guns was reported today by the 
War Department, 


From new positions on the Ba- 
taan Peninsula and from the south 
shore of Manila Bay the foe began 
an intense artillery bombardment 
yesterday and for the first time 
since the fall of Bataan dive bomb- 


ing raids were made on Corregidor. 

Defending gunners replied effec- 
tively to the new attack, silencing 
at least three batteries, a commu- 
nique reported, and breaking up 
three motor truck and troop con- 
centrations on Bataan. 


One Raider Hit. 


Five dive bombing raids were 
made on Corregidor and in addi- 
tion Japanese light bombers at- 
tacked Corregidor and Fort 
Hughes several times from high 
altitudes. 

One .bomber was hit by anti-air- 
craft fire, the War Department re- 
ported, 

Meanwhile, near Zamboanga, on 
the island of Mindanao more than 
500 miles to the south, an Amer- 
ican-Filipino patrol ambushed two 
bus loads of Japanese troops and 
inflicted numerous casualties. | 

The War Department’s commu- 
nique.late yesterday said small 
American and Filipino mobile 
forces in Northern Luzon raided 
enemy outposts, destroyed supplies 
and inflicted heavy casualties, 


Cebu, Panay Fighting. 

The department also reported 
yesterday that comparatively small 
defense forces continued to harass 
the Japanese on the island of Pa- 
nay and Cebu. 

The three enemy batteries si- 
lenced by Corregidor’s guns were 
in addition, officials said, to at 
least four and possibly five put out 
of action in the past few days. 

Air raids on the island forts pre- 
viously had been confined to’ high 
altitude bombing, officials noted. 

The dive bombers operated on 
the Bataan Peninsula before de- 
fenses there were overcome, they 
were particularly deadly after anti- 
aircraft -defenses had been re- 
duced.

SAN FRANCISCO, April 20 
(AP).—The Japanese broadcast to- 
day a new version of bombing 
raids Saturday on Tokyo and three 
other great cities, implying that 
the .assault was launched from 
three United States aircraft car- 
riers in the Pacific and that some 
of the planes raced on to safety in 
China after dropping their bombs. 
Tokyo. imperial headquarters ts- 
sued this announcement; 

“A hostile navy unit centering 
around three aircraft carriers ap- 
peared April 18 at a distant point 
off the eastern coast of Japan 
proper but, fearing Japanese coun- 
terattack, fled without approach- 
ing Japanese shores. 

“On the same day approximately 
10 enemy aircraft of the North 
American B-25 type appeared over 
Tokyo and other areas, flying 
singly or in pairs. 

“Hostile planes which managed 
to escape being downed appear to 
have escaped to China. 

“Damage caused was extremely 
light.” 

United Nations Still Silent. 

The world still was dependent on 
Japanese accounts or other Axis 
versions originating in Japan for 
news of what occurred Saturday, 
when the Japanese declared that 
planes bearing the insignia of the 
United States Air Force bombed 
Tokyo, the capital, Yokohama and 
Kobe, the two chief cities, and 
Nagoya, Japan's third city and cen- 
ter of aircraft production.

Walter R. Hutchinson, special 
assistant to the Attorney General, 
named the companies at a Senate 
Patent Committee hearing as 
Rohm & Haas Co., Inc., of Phila- 
delphia; Rohm & Haas, A. G., of 
Darmstadt, Germany; I. G. Farben 
Industrie of Germany; Imperial 
Chemical Industries, Ltd., of Lon- 
don, and E. I. du Pont de Nemours 
& Co., Inc. 

These firms, he testified, made 
inter-related agreements prior to 
the war covering methyl-methacry- 
late, a glass substitute used for 
cockpit enclosures, transparent 
bomber noses, gun turrets, landing 
light covers and windshields on 
military aircraft. 

Division of Territory. 

“Through a series \of bipartite 
agreements executed at different 
times,” Hutchinson said, “there 
was constructed an international 
cartel covering products of the 
acrylic field, the principal thread 
running through these agreements 
being the conspiracy pertaining to 
cast sheets of methyl methacrylate. 

“The investigation (by the Depart- 
/ ment of Justice) developed the fact 
that though some of the conspira- 
tors never had direct dealings with 
one another, an over-all division of 
territories was worked out, where- 
by Philadelphia (Rohm & Haas) 
kept out of the world markets and 
du Pont remained out of the Brit- 
ish empire except when given per- 
mission in special instances, and 
I. C. L, Darmstadt (Rohm & Haas) 
and I. G. Farben remained out of 
the American market.” 

While the committee was hold- 
ing hearings on a bill which would 
authorize Government seizure of 
patents needed for the war pro- 

gram, Senator Mead (Dem.), New 
York, propo8ed enactment of leg- 
islation, requiring public registra- 
tion of cartel agreements between 
American and German firms with 
the Department of Justice. 
Production Restricted. 

Mead said in a statement that 
testimony before the Senate De- 
fense Investigating Committee had 
disclosed that cartel agreements 
artificially re&tricted the volume 
of American production in vital 
war materials. 

German companies, on the other 
hand, he contended, were permit- 
ted a free hand outside the Amer- 
ican domestic market and conse- 
quently had stepped up their. pro- 
duction of such materials. 

‘“This not only impaired our 
ability to carry out the war pro- 
gram,” Mead said, “but it also 
tended to restrict the growth and 
progress of American industry by 
maintaining an artificially high 
price level and low volume of pro* 
duction in fields where progress 
must be made if the United States 
is to continue to lead the world as 
an industrial nation.” 

British Royalties to Germans. 

Hutchinson said the British Gov- 
ernment actually paid royalties to 
German firms after the two coun- 
tries were at war. This happened, 
he explained, because of British 
purchases in the United States 
which necessitated use of materials 
on which German plants held ex- 

clusive patents. 

“It’s interesting to know that 
British money was going to Ger- 
man firms,” commented Bone. 

Hutchinson, questioned by Sen- 
ator Lucas (Dem.), Iflinois, said 
there was no “documentary evi- 
dence” that the British Govern- 
ment realized its funds were going 
to Germany, 

But the chances are Hitler 
knew it,” Lucas declated.

NAVY TARES OVER 
THREE PLANTS OF 
PLANE COMPANY 


Union Head Had Charged 
That Many Aliens Were 
in Management—Action 
on Presidential Order. 


WASHINGTON, April 20 (AP).— 
The Navy, acting on orders from 
President Roosevelt, today took 
over plants of the Brewster Aero- 
nautical Corporation at Long ‘Is- 
land City, N. Y., at Newark, N. J., 
and at Johnsville, Pa, 

This action, White House offi- 
cials explained, was taken because 
of “dissatisfaction with the man- 
agement.” : 

Presidential Secretary Stephen 
Early did not explain on what the 
dissatisfaction was based, and he 
added that “I don’t think there is 
any labor trouble.” 

R, J. Thomas, president of the 
Automobile Workers’ Union and a 
member of the President’s War 
Labor Board, said after a White 
House conference Thursday that 
the union had informed the F. B. L. 
that there were a large number 
of aliens in the Brewster manage- 
ment. 

Thomas disclosed that he had 
taken up with the President 
charges by Senator Byrd (Dem.), 
Virginia, of slow-downs on Naval 
war contracts. He said the Brew- 
ster plant at Long Island City 
was mentioned and that the UAW 
had asked the F. B. I. for an in- 
vestigation. He added that he did 
not know what the results of the 
investigation were. 

Byrd announced last week that 
the Navy had supplied him with 
a list of eight plants where he 
quoted department officials as 
saying slow-downs had occurred. 

He said the Brewster plant at 
Long Island City was included in 
the list and had been described to 
him by the Navy as follows: 

“This plant is operating at 40 
per cent of capacity due to labor 
leaders’ demands for slow-down, 
and also because of inefficient 
management, It is reported that 
in several sections of the plant all 
of the employes, including the 
foremen, are enemy aliens.” 

It was through the instrumen- 
tality of an executive order, dated 
Saturday, that the authority for 
the Navy’s taking possession of 
the plants was given. 

The order said this was “deemed 
essential,” because the corpora- 
tion has contracts for the con- 
struction of “essential war mate- 
rials.”

BOY ADMITS KILLING 
HS FOSTER PARENTS 


Tells Coroner’s Jury He Want- 
ed to Get Even for Spank- 
ing He Received. 


MOUNT CARROLL, UL, April 
20 (AP).—An 1l-vear-old boy told 
a coroner’s jury today that he “got 
even” for his.\one and only spank- 
ing by killing his foster parents 
Saturday with a rifle.

At a dis- 
tance of 30 feet he fired. Krug- 
johann staggered and _. looked 
puzzled. Then he started on foot 
toward the barn.

INCREASES PROPOSED 


$400,000 More Needed to 
Retain Skilled Help, 
Board Is Told. 


Salary increases for doctors, 
nurses and attendants in the city’s 
hospitals; which would cost ap- 
proximately $400,000 annually, have 
been asked by Dr. Francis M. 
Grogan, hospital commissioner, in 
proposals to the Board of Estimate 


tomorrow -:to consider the city’s 
budget for the 1942-43 fiscal year. 

Wartime demands and defense 
work have resulted in large num- 
bers of vacancies in the staffs of 
most of the hospitals, Dr. Grogan 
said, and while the situation is not 
critical at this time it is likely 
to become so unless increases are 
granted to the staffs of the insti- 
tutions so they can be kept in 
operation with skilled help. 

Twenty physicians and internes 
are needed at the city hospitals 
and there are 50 vacancies for 
nurses. A large number of at- 
tendants, number -unestimated, are 
needed also at the institutions, 
which include City Hospital, Ho- 
mer K. Phillips (Negro) Hospital, 
Koch Hospital, Isolation Hospital, 
City Sanitarium, City Infirmary, 
Bliss Psychiatric Hospital, and 
the. Training School for the Feeble 
Minded. 

Dr. Grogan pointed out that the 
increases sought would affect 
most of the 5000.employes in the 
hospitals of the city. At City Hos- 
pital, where there are 25 nurse va- 
cancies, the nurses are paid $75 a 
month and given maintenance. Dr. 
Grogan has requested a raise to 
$90 a month. Attendants now paid 
$45 to $65 with maintenance would 
be paid $55-$75 depending on clas- 
sification. : 

Dr. Grogan said the vacancies 
were created by private hospitals 
and war, work offering better pay 
for doctors, nurses and attendants. 
Unless the salary increases are 
granted, a serious shortage of 
trained personnel will result, he 
said.

ON FISHING. TRF 


Former Diver, Who Once 
Broke Back in Plunge, Was 
on Florida Vacation. 


Ray Woods, former professional 
high diver who broke his back in 
a spectacular dive from the San 
Francisco-Oakland Bay Bridge: in 
1937, was drowned April 10 while 
fishing in St. John’s River near 
Jacksonville, Fla., the Post-Dispatch 
learned today. 

Woods, who was 35 years old, 
was on a vacation in Florida with 
his wife, Bernice, and was fishing 
in a river flatboat equipped with 
an outboard motor, on the eve of 
departing for Chicago where he 
had been living recently. His wife, 
according to reports received by 
his mother, Mrs. Be:sie M. Woods, 
3503 North Florissant avenue, no- 
ticed he was missing from the 
boat and a search was made but 
his body was not recovered until 
last Tuesday. 

Inspection of the boat disclosed 
that fishing lines and equipment 
had become entangled and it was 
thought he had fallen overboard 
in trying to untangle the lines. 
A high wind had sprung up just 
as he was last seen. 

He was fully clothed, his mothe¢ 
said, but he was not wearing th» 
braces which he had ordinarily 
used following the diving accident 
which confined him to wheelchair 
for a time and to the use of 
crutches up to the time of his 
death.

Tolerate Poverty, Indus- 
trial Cartels, Labor Min- 
ister Asserts.

LONDON, April 20 (AP).—Labor 
Minister Ernest Bevin asserted to- 
day that the world could not have 

a “decent civilization” if its peas: | 
ee were left “underpaid, under- 
fed and in poverty.” 

“It must be a people’s peace,” 
he told a meeting of the Interna- 
tional Labor Office, speaking for 
the War Cabinet. 

“The budgetary position of the 
world” he said, will be such at the 
end of the war that the “idea of 


permanent fortunes being made 
out of it is impossible.” 

The post-war world, he added, 
will not be able to afford indus- 
trial cartels or trust-fixing ar- 
rangements, listing them among 
“devices” 
mean “suicide for the industrialist 
himself.” 

Carter Goodrich, American chair- 
man of the governing body, pre- 
sided. 

Bevin warned that the “cease 
fire” order would bring “danger of 
a tremendous reaction” and de- 
clared the leaders of mankind 
must “hold on to some form of 
controls while the foundations of 
peace, stability and orderly devel- 
opment are being worked out.” 

He said. the world must “accept 
certain fundamental! principles 
such as those expressed in the At- 
lantic Charter” which he said 
means “an end to exploitation as 
we knew it in the nineteenth cen- 
tury.” 

“We must tear out of history 
books the things that prejudice 
one people against another,” he 
added, and teach the idea that “all 
have a contribution to make to 
human progress.”

Chairman Vinson (Dem.), Geor- 
gia, of the Naval Committee told 
the House that the following items 
made up about half of the meas- 
ure: 

Liquid fuel storage, $22,043,250— 
installations for fuel and Diesel oil 
in the Northern New England area, 
the San Francisco Bay area and 
in Southern California. In addi- 
tion, the Navy Department contem- 
plated aviation gasoline storage in 
the Northeast Atlantic, the Middle 
Atlantic, the Central California 
and Hawaii areas. 

Aviation favilities, $130,300,000— 
new aviation mechanic trade 
schools are contemplated in Ten- 
nmessee and Oklahoma. New air- 
craft gunnery schools are planned | 
in the Pacific Northwest and the 
Southeast. In Southern California, 
two new Marine Corps air stations 
are planned, while three Marine 
Corps glider training stations are’ 
contemplated for the Central East- 
ern states. Plans are being made 
for 10 operational training bases 
in the Southeast area and five 
lighter-than-air bases for patrol 
duty outside continental United 
States. 

Storage facilities, $85,000,000—in 
the Northeast there will be a new 
iniand supply depot, and others 
will be placed on the West Coast, 
about 500 miles inland in the Pa- 
cific Northwest, the Central West- 
ern States and in the Southwest.

WASHINGTON, April 20 (AP). 
—The American Federation of La- 
bor assailed today as “a conglom- 
eration of . . . vicious anti-labor 
legislation” bills pending before 
the House Judiciary Committee to 
subject labor unions to prosecu- 
tion under the anti-trust laws and 
the 1934 Anti-Racketeering Act. 


Joseph A. Padway, Washington, 
general counsel of the AFL, voiced 
his group’s opposition to all three 
bills the committee is considering. 
Introduced by Representatives 
Hobbs (Dem.), Alabama, Monroney 
(Dem.), Oklahoma, and Walter 
|(Dem.), Pennsylvania, the three 
Measures generally seek to accom- 
plish the same end. 

In statements which he read to 
the committee, Padway madg no 
reference to charges made last 
week by organized farmers that la- 
bor. was seeking to obtain control 
over the nation’s food supplies 
through unionization of farmers 
and farm workers. 

He told the committee some of 
the legislation sought to “destroy 
all of the rights that labor has 
achieyed over the years.” 
~ “Seldom has a more destructive 
piece of anti-labor legislation been 
proposed” than the Walter bill, he 
added. 

The Monroney bill he added was 
“an obvious attempt” to counter- 
act rulings of the Supreme Court. 
It coincided, he said, “with views 
expressed by Thurman Arnold,” 
Assistant Attorney General, “in 
letters, speeches and arguments.” 

If enacted, Padway asserted, the 
Monroney bill would prevent “out-

WASHINGTON, April 20 (AP).— 
Representative Ellis (Dem.), Ar- 
kansas, charged in the House to- 
day that Lieut. Col. John C. Da- 
mon of the Office of Under Secre- 
tary of War Patterson had “act- 
ually sabotaged the war program.” 
Col. Damon, who testified before 
a House Military Affairs Subcom- 
mittee investigating charges of 
copper misuse by the Rural Hlec- 


trification Administration, was de- 
ecribed by Ellis as “the star wit- 
ness for the power trust” in that 
investigation. 

“I have called upon President 
Roosevelt to ask for Col. Damon’s 
resignation and I believe he will,” 
Ellis said, adding that Damon “is 
a substantial holder of 6 per cent 
preferred stock in the Utah Power 
and Light Co.” 

“Utah Power & Light is a sub- 
sidiary of Electric Bond:& Share,” 
Ellis continued. “Arkansas Power 
& Light led the fight against the 
Government aiding an REA co- 
operative build a line to deliver 
Uncle Sam’s power from the Grand 
River dam (in Oklahoma) to Uncle 
Sam's aluminum plant in Arkansas. 
That is what the Faddis committee 
was investigating.” 

Ellis said Arkansas Power & 
Light also was a subsidiary of 
Electric Bond & Share. 

“Col. Damon has spent most of 
his life in the employ of Utah 
Power & Light, Electric Bond & 
Share and other utilities. He is in 
charge of power in the War De- 
partment. 

“Col. Damon has actually sabo- 
taged the war program. It appears 
he is striving to equal the Teapot 
Dome scandal.” 

Representative Faddis (Dem.), 
Pennsylvania, chairman of the in- 
vestigating committee, said he did 
not know. whether Damon was a 
“member of a public utility cbdr- 
poration,” but that “some people 
have a hard time realizing a man 
may conscientiously discharge his 
duty no matter what his views 
may be on public questions.” He 
reminded Ellis that Damon took an 
oath when he entered the War De- 
partment.

RECORD” 


\@ OME gallantry ‘in us all 
shrinks from hitting a man 
when he is down, Marshal 

Petain, hero of Verdun, has profit- 

ed from that gallantry. Friends of 

France—and who is. not a friend 

of France—have wanted to believe 

the best; intelligence portrays for 
as clearly the hopeless circum- 

stances of a man who leads a 

truncated and disarmed nation 

two-thirds occupied by an intrac- 
table enemy, holdiig its men as 
hostages. 


In such a situation the nation 
is shorn of all but moral. power. 
Moral power seems puny, yet only 
out of it can the nation be re- 
born, ever. In the disaster of de- 
feat the only hope lies in the 
spirit of the people, the spirit to 
rise again, sometime,. somehow. 
No “negotiations,” or shrewdness, 
or clever dealing will keep alive 
or recreate the will to live. 

This could have been the func- 
tion of Petain. Not to fight a 
delaying action by diplomacy—e 
delaying action to end in a sec- 
ond and more ignominious capitu- 
lation—for it is more ignominious 
to capitulate to Laval than to 
Hitler; but: to hold a banner aloft 
until he fell with it. Then the 
fall also would have been, in its 
way, a victory—of the spirit, ,if 
not of the flesh. 

The essence of great tragedy is 
nobility. The tragic struggle in- 
evitably ariges out of weaknesses 
within oneself, which set in mo- 
tion the inexorable law of retri- 
bution. The climax of tragedy ts 
when the self is redeemed—but 
not saved. In the death is the 
victory and the awe. 

Petain chose to be saved instead 
of redeemed. Therefore, he is not 
a tragic figure at all. He is just 
another failure. He ceased even 
to be a great soldier. The essence 
of the martial spirit is that it can 
be .overwhelmed but not broken. 
Socrates was an authentic hero— 
hemlock or no hemlock. Galileo, 
refusing to revoke the truth of 
his mind that the earth moved 
round the sun, was a hero though 
he died for it. 

Jeanne d’Arc, refusing to deny 
her voices, burned, but raised 
armies from her tomb, and is rais- 
ing one today.

One would expect to see the 
foxy ex-Premier adopt the post of 
protector of his compatriots, per- 
haps backed by consessions from 
Hitler, and at the same time engi-. 
neer schemes to deliver French 
aid to his country’s conqueror, It 
might not be difficult, for in- 
stance, to arrange an incident 
which would put the British in

tee has put forth a sound and promising plan’ to 
eliminate rush-hour congestion of public carriers. 
That plan is to break up the 8 a. m. and 6 p. m. 
| passenger jam, when thousands upon thousands of 
workers, in every part of the city, descend simul- 
taneously upon the Public Service Co. Instead of 
continuing to pack, for 30 or 40 minutes, vehicles 
which may run half-empty the rest of the time, 
the Mayor’s committee urges that traffic be spread 
out over 90 to 120 minutes by staggering working 
hours. . 
Since this would enable busses and street cars to 
make two complete trips downtown and back, instead 
of one, it would have the virtual effect of doubling 
the number of busses and street cars now in service 
at rush hours. 

The plan has many virtues which recommend it. 
For one thing, in other cities, such as Washington, 
Detroit and San Francisco, it has proved highly suc- 
cessful. New York and Los Angeles began operation 
of such a plan today. 

For another thing, a Chamber of Commerce poll 
in January found that “nearly all” employers re- 
sponded in favor of it. Finally, there is no other 
plan in sight which offers such substantial relief so 
quickly for a serious and ever-growing transportation 
problem. : 

For the crowding that now exists is nothing, it 
seems, to what the city may see in the future. War 
work will bring an estimated 200,000 new residents 
to the St. Louis area. As yet, only about 60,000 have 
arrived. Furthermore, when the tire shortage really 
begins to be felt, some 50,000 of the city’s 152,000 
passenger autos are expected to disappear from the 
streets. This additional strain on public transporta- 
tion facilities also has hardly begun. 

The only serious dissent to the proposal has been 
made by the large downtown department stores, 
which have been asked to open at 9:45 or 10 a. m. and 
close at 5:45 or 6 p. m. In view of the larger public 
interest and the unanimous recommendation of the 
Mayor’s committee, which carefully studied their 
objections, it is reasonable to expect the store man- 
agements to bow to majority opinion and adopt a 
plan which might be seriously crippled by their 
non-co-operation—especially since they have no 
alternative to offer. 

After all, in San Francisco and other cities, de- 
partment stores have made like changes in business 
hours without harm to themselves or serious in- 
convenience to employes.

The Case for Earl Browder’s Release. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HE Post-Dispatch deserves com- 

mendation for its fine objective re- 
port on the rapidly growing movement to 
free Earl Browder from prison. 

Earl Browder is an American citizen 
and, therefore, was not convicted of il- 
legal entry into the United States, be- 
cause an American citizen has the right 
to re-enter his country at any time, with 
or without a passport. 

In 1921, 1927 and 1929, Browder made 
trips to the Soviet Union and China. He 
used an assumed name to insure his per- 
sonal safety. On his return, he wrote 
many pamphiets and articles on his ex- 
periences, and he made no attempt to 
hide the fact that he had made the trips. 

The Government was aware of these 
trips, as is shown by the testimony of a 

. State Department representative at his 
trial in 1941. No prosecution was at- 
tempted on a charge of using a passport 
under an assumed name, and the case 
died under the statute of limitations. 

Browder was convicted of having an- 
gswered “None” to the following state- 
ment on another passport application in 
1934: “My last passport was obtained 
from and is herewith returned 
for cancellation.” 

Browder used’ the passport thus ob- 
tained on trips to the Soviet Union in 
1937 and to Loyalist Spain in 1938 to en- 

_courage ‘American boys fighting the first 
great battle against the Axis powers. 

Wendell Willkie has said: “You will 
wonder whether Bradwder was sentenced 
to four years in jail and a $2000 fine be- 
cause he made a false statement on a 
passport application or because he was 
a Communist party member.” 

One fact is certain: If this is a clear- 
cut case of discrimination against a po- 
litical minority, it is an infringement on 
the civil liberties of the whole American

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YET ANOTHER FIRE ON THE NORMANDIE. 

It begins to look as though it is only because of 
the tough iron and steel used by her French builders 
that there is anything at all left of the former luxury 
liner Normandie. With a major fire a month—and 
according to New York Fire Commissioner Patrick 
Walsh, a minor fire every day—those who are sup- 
posed to be salvaging her certainly can be given 
little credit for the fact that the toppled ship is still 
lying alongside the French Line pier. It is hardly 
their fault that she did not go up in smoke long ago. 

There was another fire in the hull Saturday—the 
third major blaze since the ship heeled over on 
Feb. 9. The cause once again was a spark from a 
torch leaping into inflammable material. No doubt, 
salvage operations. present many difficult problems, 
especially in sections of the ship where normal en- 
trances and exits are under water. However, in the 
light of the findings of the congressional investigat- 
ing committee, the prime cause for these disheart- 
ening fires is carelessness. 

The 83,000-ton Normandie was just about the larg- 
est and fastest liner afloat. The uncluttered design of 
her sun deck invited conversion into a plane car- 
rier, and her size made the ship invaluable as a 
transport in a war in’which our shipping shortage 
is so acute and our soldiers must be carried to so 
many quarters of the globe. 

Realization of this would seem to indicate that 
the ship would be kept under closest guard. Indeed, 
the Navy declares there can be no thought of sab- 
‘botage. Others have contested this, but, taking the 
Navy’s word for it, the fires become all the mofe 
serious because, with sabotage ruled out, they can 
be attributed only to carelessness, to poorly planned 
salvage operations. | 

Further, if there is laxness in: connection with 
a war job as important as this one, what about neg- 
ligence and irresponsibility elsewhere? The fum- 
bling and blundering aboard the Normandie are a 
warning to every workman, foreman and executive 
on a war job to exercise constant caution.

THE FBI GIVES DIES THE LIE. 

The FBI: has made an investigation of nine em- 
ployes of the Board of Economic Warfare who were 
accused three weeks ago of “subversive connections” 
by Representative Dies. All nine, including one man, 
C. Hartley Grattan, who resigned because of the 
Texan’s extremely serious charge, have been cleared. 

This incident offers a crystal-clear example of the 
harm Representative Dies does by his wild and ir- 
responsible charges. First, his accusation was echoed 
all over Europe and South America by Axis radio to 
prove that Washington is a nest of crackpots and 
dangerous radicals. Incalculable harm to American 
prestige may have resulted. 

Second, an important Government agency has -been 
deprived of a valuable employe. «Third, Americans 
who have not yet caught on to Dies’ unscrupulous 
efforts to get personal publicity through fantastic 
accusations may have had their confidence in our 
Government seriously shaken. 

This follows the usual pattern of Dies “exposes”— 
a wild and ridiculous accusation of some innocent 
person which makes headlines, followed by later 
repudiation, which often escapes public notice. 

Dies now has his hand out for more money from 
Congress to continue his witch-hunting career. He 
should be cut off without a cent. 
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FALSE ECONOMY IN ST. LOUIS HEALTH SERVICES. 

St. Louisans have reason to be proud of the fi- 
nancial record being achieved in municipal govern- 
ment. The city’s deficit was reduced $714,443, or 52 | 
per cent, in the last fiscal year, Comptroller Nolte 
reports. The deficit is now the lowest in nine years. 

The per capita cost of operating city government 
here was 57.4 per cent of the average among large 
cities over the nation, the Census Bureau announced 
a few days ago. It said the million-dollar drop in 
cost payments in 1940 “was primarily the result of 
curtailed expenditures for operation.” 

All this is fine. But when St. Louisans read about 
conditions in their city’s public health system, they 
have no reason to be proud. Instead, they have good 
cause to be alarmed.

But 
with high labor (if it’s available at all) 
and soaring costs in general, the farmer 
comes home with comparatively little 
return on his investment after marketing . 
his wares to those who control his prices. 

This is an agricultural nation, and the

the farmer to a just degree will eventual- 
ly collapse from that reason alone.

Squirrel Steals Show.

It was too much for the 
flickers. They flew in three dif- 
ferent directions and the squirrel 
scampered across the ground. 

A group led by Miss Tthel Wolfe 
saw an American egret, snowy 
white and more than three feet 
in length, winging his way north 
after wintering along the Gulf of 
Mexico or further south. Another 
big winter resident of the South, 
the double-crested cormorant, 
nearly three feet long, also was 
reported. His plumage was green- 
ish-black. 

Last Walk Next Sunday. 

This bird, which can dive ‘to 
great depths in water, gets its 
name from the peculiar double tuft 


of twisted head feathers. Another 
bird listed by Short as unusual for 
Forest Park was the herring gull, 
a white bird about two feet long 
and with a gray-blue mantle. 

Several persons were able to ap- 
proach to within four feet of the 
young of a horned lark. One 
group was perplexed by a myrtle 
warbler and a worm-eating war- 
bler. The worm-eater, soberly 
clad in greenish olive, showed no 
signs of hunger, but the myrtle 
warbler appeared with a worm in 
his mouth. , Only one other mem- 
ber of the warbler family was seen 
—the. magnolia, whose black and 
yellow garb make him one of the 
gayest of the family. 

At least a dozen new warblers 
are expected to be seen at next 
Sunday’s walk, which will be the 
last of the season, The 200 per- 
sons who attended yesterday’s 
walk turned in lists that gave a 
total of 62 species of birds. For 
the three walks this season, 78 
species have been noted.

The allied nations, which for- 
merly had an overwhelming supe- 
riority in mineral resources, will be 
relegated to a secondary position 
if Japan captures Australia, New 
Zealand and Eastern Asia, Elmer 
W. Pehrson, chief of the Eco- 
nomics and Statistics Branch of 
the United States Bureau of 
Mines, said today at the twenty- 
fourth annual meeting of the 
American Zinc Institute at Hotel 


Chase. 

“Germany, Italy and Japan,” 
Pehrson said, “originally occupied 
only 3 per cent of the land area of 


per cent of the population, and 
controlled not more than 5 ‘per cent 
of the mineral resources of the 
earth. 3 

“Today they dominate 13 per 
cent of the land area, 35 per cent 
of the population and about one- 
third of the mineral wealth.” 

The Axis nations, which formerly 
controlled only 6 per cent of the 
world’s iron ore production, now 
have 46 per cent, he said. If the 
Axis pincers movement in the In- 
dian Ocean is successful, he added, 
the Axis will control or isolate 
55 per cent of the world’s iron ore 
production. Axis steel capacity has 
increased from 20 to 34 per cent 
of the world’s total, he said. 

Despite these gains, he said, the 
Allies can outproduce the Axis in 
vital minerals if maximum effort 
is devoted to the problem.

~ Banishing. Those ‘Excess ‘Pounds. Is a ae Gesture

Today's article gives the menus for the 


fifth to ninth day, inclusive: - 
ANISHING excess pounds of 

B fat is a patriotic gesture, For 
one thing, it means improving 

the health, and for another it cuts 


. down on food consumption, Of 


course we should eat enough food 


to keep us in good health and we §£ 


should eat the proper foods. But 


reducing (when reducing is ad- 
visable), means eliminating rich,. 
sweet desserts and foods that are 
too sugary or too fatty in type. 
This saves where saving is need- 
ed. 

The total amount of food con- 
sumed is cut down and we eat 
mainly the foods of which there 
is no shortage. Vegetables, fresh 
fruits, milk, eggs, lean meat, form 


the backbone of our reducing diet. 


FIFTH DAY. 


Breakfast: One orange, one soft 
boiled egg with one-half pat but- 
ter, one-half slice bread, black cof- 
fee. 

Lunch: Vegetable plate: spinach 
carrots, tomatoes; two crisp slices 
of bacon, one-half slice whole 
wheat bread, one pat of butter, one 
apple, one glass of milk. 


Dinner: One portion = sirloin 
steak, one small potato, one slice 
bread with one-half pat of butter, 
raw cabbage as desired, one-half 
grapefruit, one glass of milk. 


Many overweight girls insist that 
they eat no more than their thin 
friends, and this may be true in 
some cases. Nevertheless, the food 
intake must be cut if they expect 
to lost weight. 


An under-active thyroid gland 
may be to blame in the gases of 
some girls who can’t seem to get 
their weight down. If you are one 
of those, then let your doctor pre- 
scribe a special diet for you and 
have him supervise your reducing. 
Medical supervision may help 
speed up your weight loss. 


SIXTH DAY. 


Breakfast: Orange juice, one 
boiled egg, one thin slice bread, 
one pat of butter, black coffee. 


Lunch: One hamburger on one 
slice toast, lettuce and tomato sal- 
ad, no oil, no mayonnaise; one 
glass of milk, one-half grapefruit. 


Dinner: Two lean lamb chops, 
one small potato, one helping of 
beet tops, one small serving of un- 
buttered beets, one pat of butter, 
fresh fruit cup: apple, orange, 
grapefruit slices; one glass of milk. 

SEVENTH DAY. 


Let Sunday be a vacation day in 
your diet—a day to be on your 
own. Have one big meal—break- 
fast, dinner or supper — and eat 
what you like at that meal, within 
reason. This will give you an op- 
portunity to satisfy any cravings 
that have been accumulating dur- 
ing the week. And if you have 
dieted conscientiously, it won't 
have much effect on your weight. 
The other meals on Sunday should 
be frugal, including low-calorie 


foods such as salads without dress- 
ing, clear soup, black coffee, lean 
meat. + 

For those starting on our coupon 
diet for reducing, here are the 
rules: 

1. Eat the foods listed in the 
ration card, which appeared with 
the first article yesterday, and 
check off your “coupons” after 
each meal. Use up all your cov- 
pons every day,.and don’t exceed 
your coupon allowances. 

2. If you can’t get any food 
that’s on the menus, substitute a 
food as nearly like it as possible. 

3. No gravy, no mayonnaise, no 
olive oil. We don’t recommend 
mineral oil for salads. Vinegar, 
lemon juice permitted. 

4. No second helpings. No be- 
tween-meal snacks. 

5. Neo beer, highballs, copktatls 
and no sodas or other soft drinks. 
Drink one pint of milk and six to 
eight; glasses of water ‘daily, 
Skimmed milk or buttermilk may 
occasionally be substituted for 
plain whole milk, but if this is 
done habitually it may deprive you 
of needed Vitamin A. 

6. Plain tea or coffee (without: 
cream and without sugar) are not 
fattening and do not have tobe 
rationed, If you desire coffee at 
dinner, drink it Dlack; then take 
your milk at bedtime, or ‘in the 
afternoon. 

7. Buttered vegetables: 
tables should come to the table 
without butter, if possible. Then 
you can add butter to them from 
your day’s allowance of two “pats.” 
Salt your foods as usual, 

EIGHTH DAY. 

Breakfast: Orange juice, cereal 
with milk and one-half teaspoon 
sugar, one-half pat butter, black 
coffee.

Lunch: One hamburger on one 
slice toast with one-half pat but- 
ter, lettuce and one tomato in 
salad, one apple, one glass of milk. ° 

Dinner: Grapefruit juice, two 
lean ,jlamb chops, one helping 
squash or turnips, one small pota- 
to, one helping spinach,.one pat 
of butter, orange and grapefruit 
slices, glass of milk. 

How fast should one lose on a 
reducing diet? Don’t lose faster 


_than five to 10 pounds the first 


month, then settle down to a slow 
loss of three to five pounds a 
month. If you work hard at home 
or at your job—whether it’s brain 
work or actual physical labor— 
then: be sure to keep your weight 
loss slow. 

Losing weight slowly gives the 
tissues a better chance to adapt 
themselves to the loss of the fat 
cells that have been crowding and 
distending them. Sudden loss of 
the fat that fills out the tissues 
may result in sagging tissues and 
undue flabbiness. 


NINTH DAY. 


Breakfast: One half grapefruit, 
one boiled egg, one thin slice whole 
wheat bread, toasted; one-half pat 
of butter; black coffee. 

: Clear consomme, vegeta- 
ble salad, tomato and cucumber 
slices, raw cabbage; no mayon- 
naise, no oil; one apple, baked, 
without sugar or cream; one-half 
slice whole wheat bread; one cube 
American cheese, one-half pat but- 
ter.

Bridge Game

ISCARDING is an art unto it- 
self. Too many players would 
follow the horrible example set 
by East in the following deal: 
South, dealer, 
North-South vulnerable. 
Match-point duplicate, 
&K976

ORS 


South West. North East 
Z2notrump Pass 3 hearts Pass 
4 hearts Pass 4notrump Pass 
6notrump Pass Pass Pass 

At rubber bridge the slam would 
have been played at hearts. At 
duplicate, however, the extra 10 
points possible from a no trump 
slam influenced .South to contract 
for six no trump. 

West chose the safe opening lead 
of the diamond eight. Dummy’s 
king won, while East signaled en- 
couragement with the nine. South 
realized that his slam depended on 
establishing a third spade trick or 
winning the club finesse. Since 
there was no need to try either 
immediately, he proceeded to run 
the long heart suit, hoping to gain 
information from the .East-West, 
discards. On the third heart West 
discarded a diamond, intending to 
give his partner a count of that 
suit. East’s first discard was the 
deuce of spades. That “harmless” 


discard was East’s undoing. (East * 


should have known that declarer 
had a maximum of four diamonds. 
A diamond discard was, therefore, 
perfectly safe.) 

Declarer continued with dummy’s 
remaining heart and discarded his 
last low club. His next step was 
to lead a low spade from dummy, 
and when East followed with the 
three, South finessed the 10. West 
exited with his remaining diamond, 
South winning with the queen. De- 
clarer now laid down the ace of 
spades and East had*to discard. 
The position of spade'queen now 
was marked and.a finesse of dum- 
my’s spade’ nine gave declarer his . 
twelfth trick. 

It is possible that South would 
have made the slam even if 
had avoided a spade discard. But 
declarer’s natural line of play 
would have been to duck one 
round of spades and then play for 
a frop rather than the finesse. 
When the spade suit failed to 
break, declarer would have taken 
a finesse in clubs and thereby lost 
his contract. In so far as East’s 
own 13 cards were concerned, the 
spade discard was harmless 
enough. The trouble lay in the 
fact that his discard “gave away” 
his partner’s holding in the suit.

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In San Francisco Gather at Docks to 
Greet and Assist Women and Chil- 


dren Returning From War Zones.

YOUNG EVACUEES ENJOY THE PLAY. 
GROUND AT FORT MASON, CALIFORNIA, 


SAN FRANCISCO, April 20. 


NE of the kindest pieces of war 
0* that’s being done along 
the West Coast is being ac- 
complished by the Army Women’s 
Reception Committee, a committee 
of 115 wives of Army men and 
civilian employes of the Army who 
,have taken it upon themselves to 
meet and greet the boatloads of 
evacuees arriving from war zones. 
Most of the evacuees are women 
and children, tragic victims of the 
war who need no signs or songs 
to make them “remember Pearl 
Harbor.” While the exact number 
safely brought home is a military 
secret, they have been pouring in 
since the outbreak of war. 
Little prior notice is given when 
a new boatload arrives, either to 
the Army wives, the American Red 
Cross or the American Women’s 
Voluntary Services who have di- 
vided the tasks. of greeting among 
themselves. At first they were 
given an alert warning of 24 hours 
but since then, restrictions have 
been tightened and news of a 
boat’s arrival does not get out 
until it is actually in sight in the 
bay. And when the huge gray 
ship finally noses alongside the 
dock, after the interminable rou- 
,tine of customs and inspection has 
been gone through and the evacu- 
ated women and children permit- 
ted to come ashore to the draughty 
pier, there’s considerable moral 
support in the form of the wel- 
coming Army wives, not to men- 
tion practical aid from the can- 
teen, nurses’ service and clothing 
furnished by the Red Cross and 
Women’s Voluntary Services. ® 
“We've found that it’s Army 
wives that they want to see first,” 
Mrs. Abbott Boone, wife of an 
Army Colonel and head of ¢he 
Army wives, said, “since most of 
them are Army wives themselves. 
Since they do so want to talk to 
women who know their problems 


and can meet them on common 
ground, we each wear ribbons to 
identify us as being the wife of a 
man in the Air Corps or the Med- 
ical Corps or some other particular 
division; the wife of an officer or 
an enlisted man or a civilian em- 
ploye of the Army. Quite often 
the women coming ashore find per- 
sonal friends in our group. It’s 
not a lot that we do but they seem 
to appreciate our being there. 


“We attempt to contact all péo- 
Ple coming off the boats and we 
follow up by staying, with them 
until they’ve gotten their luggage 
problems straightened out and 
found a place to stay. We even 
go with them to the station when 
they leave San Francisco. Their 
trips from’ here are usually ar- 
ranged by the Red Cross, which 
has done wonders in the way of 
transportation; it has arranged 
so that evacuated families can go 
anywhere they want.” 


After their long sea journey, 
evacuees are urged to stay in town 
a while to rest up for the next 
lap of their trip, but somehow 
most of them are anxious to leave.

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Three hostesses, Mrs. Alvina Wade, 
Mrs. Fay Wergin, and Mrs. Geor- 
gia Damron, are in charge. 

“We never have advance infor- 
mation to enable us to prepare for 
evacuees,” Mrs. Wade said. “If we 
have a full house we simply try to 
empty it in time. We keep our 
charges at a minimum of 50 cents 
a day for every person over six 
years of age. This means that a 
woman with several small children 
—and most of them have several 
small children—could occupy as 
many et three or four beds a night 
and still would only have to pay 
50 cents. Laundry and hospitaliza- 
tion services are also furnished, 
and the Red Cross furnishes serv- 
ice, someone to watch the children 
or otherwise assist, without any 
charge at all.” 

Other special services have been 
given evacuees. One San Francisco 
beauty opeator, Julia Johnson, 
has donated her services to give 
shampoos and facials to women 
evacuees whose looks as well as 
spirits need lifting. Since many 
women had to pack hurriedly and 
leave much behind, the Red Cross 
is called on to furnish clothing, 
toys for children, even diapers 
for babies. 

There have been all manner of 
individual problems to deal with 
since the arrival of evacuees. Some 
of them, for example, are the Ha- 
waiian wives of army men and 
have never even been to the United 
States. Coupled with the natural 
strain and shock is the fact that 
they are facing a strange new 
land, perhaps a family they’ve 
never seen, since most of them go 
to stay with their husband's family. 
Often they have language difficul- 
ties which means that someone 
must help them interpret. 

We talked with one such evacuee, 


a small, dark-haifed young woman 
who said she was Korean-Por- 
tuguese and had been born in Ha- 
waii. She and her two children 
were going to New Jersey to live 
with her husbands parents, whom 


she’d never met. Like most of the 
evacuated women she would have 
preferred to stay in the war zone, 
actually her home, but took the 
advice of Army officials that it 
was braver and more considerate 
of her to leave than to stay. 

“If the wives stay,” she said, 
“they would have to have more 
defenses. If sickness should come 
up, an epidemic that would reach 
me or my children, they would 
have to use medical supplies for 
us when they should be saved for 
the. soldiers.”

ER children, like most of them, 
H survived the trip wonderfully. 

In fact, while there is a play- 
ground with slides, see-saws and 
sand piles back of the Fort Mason 
Hostess House, where children can 
presumably forget some of the 
things they’ve seen, most of. them 
seem much less affected by their 
experiences than their mothers. One 
onlooker at a scene of arrival at 
the pier told us of instances where 
mothers, with nerves, strength and 
often digestion wrecked by the 
trip, all but sagged against the 
nearest support, while their pint- 
sized progeny tore around 4he 
docks, whooping with unsuppressed 
energy. 

There have been cases of chil- 
dren arriving’alone, not in charge 
of anyone, on their way to stay 
with grandparents or other rela- 
tives; one such young man was 
returned to his grandfather last 
week, and in such cases the Red 
Cross sees that he is taken care 
of on the rest of the journey. 
When financial aid of any kind is 
ener the Red Cross also steps 
n 


“We've had to put aside all pre- 
conceived ideas of financial. aid 
during this period,” Miniclier said, 
“because we're dealing with people 
who have never been accustomed 
to needing aid. They may have 
left Australia, for example, with 
15 pounds sterling and they arrive 
with 10 pounds which they can’t 
exchange in a hurry. Sometimes 
large loans are necessary because 
Mrs. So-and-so goes to the hotel 
where she’s always stayed regard- 
less of the fact that her funds are 
low. But we always manage somes 
how.” 

There’s one thing, however,’about 
which Red Cross and Army officials 
alike are firm, and that is in urg- 
ing women against accompanying 
their Army or Navy husbands to: 
the coast unless they have round- 
trip tickets. So many of them 
have come out to say goodby and 
have then been stranded, that of- 
ficials hope those without the 
wherewithal to get back will stay 
in their homes. There are plenty 
of women and children coming 
from the other direction to take 
care of, they'll tell you, without 
others méeting them half way.

AINTING, or syncope, may oe- 

cur sufficiently often in some 

people to con ‘tute a real dis- 
ability and source of worry. These 
spells usually do not mean any~ 
thing serious at all, but in all ¢ir- 
cumstances they require some in- 
vestigation and at least, definition, 
The words “fainting spell” are oft- 
en used as an euphemistic expres 
sion for people who have mild at- 
tacks of epilepsy or periods of un- 
consciousness in the early stage 
of. brain tumor and cerebral ar- 
teriosclerosis. 

A real fainting spell is a fairly 
simple thing to understand. We 
know when a patient faints that 
the blood leaves the brain entirely, 
the blood *pressure falls very low 
and the heart stands entirely still 
for a while. This may be brought 
on by fatigue or emotion, a too-long 
period without food or at the be- 
ginning of a mild illness. 

Vertigo, or dizziness, and fainting 
spells often go together. When 
these occur either alone or to- 
gether in young people, I think it 
is a sufficiently serious symptom 
to call for a careful examination. 
In people over 50, they are so 
common as to be of little signifi- 
cance, or at least can usually be 
adjusted by a few days of rest in 
bed and a cutting-down of activ- 
ity. 
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WOMEN AFTER the age of 50 
who are undergoing the climac- 
teric change are often bothered 
with attacks of vertigo and faint- 
ing. They must be assured that 
this is common and natural and 
will pass, and simply means that 
nature is telling them not to overdo 
and not to strain their vital re- 
serves. 

In many people over the age of 
50, both vertigo and syncope, in 
most cages, mean nothing more 
than a lack of elasticity of the 
arteries of the brain, which does 
not allow them to respond as rap- 
idly to sudden changes of position, 
to sudden exertion and especially 
to sudden emotions. Both in men 
and women the ear may be at 
fault and treatment directed at 
that source is indicated. ) 

In women, especially, but also in 
men, the use of substitution drugs 
which are used durin~ the meno- 
pause are very valuable.

BUT THE MOST important 
thing of all is rest and relaxation, 
This is especially important in war 
time. It is my experience that the 
young have a pretty good time dur-

The Child's Endurance 


By Angelo Patri 


ROWN people often overesti- 
mate the power of endurance 
in younger children in assign- 
ing tasks to them. One parent, 
feeling that a child should be 
trained to work steadily and to 
a purpose, set a 5-year-old to pick 
stones off the garden.: For 15 min- 
utes the child picked the stones 
in his pail steadily and cheerfully; 
then he began lagging. 
“Go on with the job. Keep busy. 
You have a lot more to do,” urged 
this well-meaning parent. 


Soon the child was in tears. 
The parent, out of patience with 
such malingering, spanked him and 
insisted that he continue picking 
stones. The three-hour struggle 
ended in hysterics for the child 
and bewilderment and helplessness 
for the parent. 


It is right and very wise to train 
children to usefulness. However, 
it is necessary to understand how 
much a child can do, how long he 
can do, and the conditions under 
which he. will do his best, always 
remembering that cheerful will- 
ingness is the only attitude in 
which the child truly gets good 
work done and receives benefit 
from the experience. 

We do not set children to work 
for the sake of the product, if we 
are wise and humane. We teach 
them to work in the hope that the 
experience will enrich their intelli- 
gence, add to their skill and in- 
crease their power to live happily 
among others through co-operation. 

Work for work’s sake is useless 
for child or adult. There must be 
incentives that reach beyond the 
labor to make work worth while. 

“But that child can run and 
race all day long and never tire,” 
said his irate parent. “But try 
to get him to do a useful job and 
he howls blue murder. I can’t 


But the situation is clear. Chil- 
dren in play change from one idea 
to another in quick succession and 
that prevents fatigue. Little 
children do not concentrate upon 
a task for very long. They can- 
not because they have not as yet 
grown the power to do so. That 
will take some years of training 
in helpful experience. At the be- 
ginning they can work only in 
brief spans, change to another and 
this time, a free activity; then, 
if the program calls for it, con- 
centration again for a brief time. 

When a child who has not de 
veloped endurance and staying 
quality—and no child of 5 or 6 
can have reached that point—he 
must not be asked to attend to 
one task for longer than 15 min- 
utes, and he will do better starting 
with five minutes and working to- 
ward the maximum of 15. 

In teaching little children, the 
spans of attention should be made 
brief, tasks requiring concentra- 
tion should be followed by free 
activity, the program broken fre- 
quently, by music, rhythmic exer- 
cises, song and free play. 

A child is not a little man—or 
little woman—he is a child and 
has the nature of a child. He 
grows slowly through 25 years. 
Respect that fact; work with it 
and never against it, and you will 
do better by him.
